BREWING TROUBLE 


The entire continent of Europe is 
in a state of tension regarding the 
United Sates tariff regulations. The 
increasing refusal of United States 
do business with those nations of 
Europe, who must find money to 
pay war debts to United States her¬ 
self, has loosed a dangerous amount 
of pent up resentment. 

A few days ago representatives of 
fourteen continental -nations met in 
Paris and took steps to increase the 
trade between themselves at the ex¬ 
pense of United States. The copper 
importers of Britain, Germany, Bel¬ 
gium and France have united in a 
move to divert purchases from the 
United States to other producing 
countries including Canada.

Switzerland has suffered especial¬ 
ly under the U. S. tariff which has 
caused . disastrous loss of business 
amongst Swiss watchmakers.

SUGAR LOW LEVEL 


A sugar trade newspaper says that 
sugar is selling at present at the 
lowest figure for 70 years. Leth¬ 
bridge figures at Which it sells, are 
given as $5.63 a hundred. 

Coming at the height of preserving 
season, the price of sugar plays an 
important part in the housewife’s ex¬ 
penditure and a low price on sugar is 
an inducement for a much greater 
preserving program. 

It is expected that the price of 
fruits for summer canning will not 
vary greatly from last year. 


While ’Western Canadian wheat 
growers will have to do some think¬ 
ing to declare any great profit on 
their wheat, yet they are by no means 
in the unhappy position of many far¬ 
mers of other countries. In the east¬ 
ern part of United States, in Europe 
and other countries where the price 
of lnnd is very high, the heavy pro¬ 
duction cost of wheat raising will be 
much more discouraging. 

It is doubtful if the careless, happy 
days of $1.50 wheat, will return foi 
a time. But in the meantime certain 
assets are in the hands of Western 
farmers. - * 

This country is capable of produc¬ 
ing the world’s standard in wheat. If 
all wou ld c onfine themselves to the 
best, the. Western Canadian wheat 
would continue to dominate. By sow¬ 
ing good seed, by keeping the land 
'clean and by raising sohie livestock 
to balance operations, the Canadian 
farmer can carry on, at small profit 
it is true, hut in such a way, that he 
can he on the ground floor when the 
prices do come hack as they inevitab¬ 
ly must. 

Canada’s salvation lies in produc¬ 
ing the best wheat at the lowest cost 
in order to meet the world market at 
some profit. 

For a few at any rate wheat will 
remain our major crop, although in 
lime manufacturing population may 
in time enlarge the farm market for 
more perishable commodities..^ 

So in the last analysis, the welfare 
of the country depends on the great 
farming population, tackling the 
problem of good wheat raised cheap¬ 
ly, hjjj&vcry means in his power.

Wrong Tariff 

Conditions are depressed because a 
wrong tariff policy prevails. Dr. 
Manion then spoke at length on the 
disastrous result of the New Zealand 
treaty, depressing butter, mutton, 
and wool. Agricultural exports have 
decreased greatly since 1920, and 
Canada imports $100,000,000 of agri¬ 
cultural products r that could have 
been produced at home. Mr. King’s 
QnCatradian policies have much to do 
with this, “He has been favoring U. 
S. for eight years and at the last 
minute is realizing that there is art 
Empire.” 

Canada forst 

Mr. Bennett’s policy is “Canada 
First.’’ A policy of protection that 
will utilize raw material, and provide 
employment for everyone, a policy of 
attending to our own business first; 
of a tariff that will hold our markets 
for ourselves and give our factories 
a chance to Operate full time. It is 
fhe Conservative belief that if pref¬ 
erence is given in trade matte fa, we 
must get preference in return. The 
bankers of England have issued a 
manifesto that preferential tariff is 
the best system. Conservatives want 
a reciprocal preference, and the best 
way to be a good Britisher is to be a 
good Canadian. Canada could con¬ 
sume about 95 per cent, of her own 
farm products. She could produce 
half of the goods now imported. Ev¬ 
en coal is imported from Russia, min¬ 
ed by labor paid less than 18 cents 
for women and 54 cents for men per 
day, and unloaded at Canadian ports 
7or *4.50 a ton. 

Dunning Budget 

Characterizing the Dunning budget 
as an election budget “put out for 
the purpose of flim-flamming the peo¬ 
ple, east and west, deceiving the one 
betraying another and bamboozling 
both.”
